Will Not Accept Call. 


Dr. W. A. Hunter, who has been the 


pastor through the summer of the 
Covina Presbyterian Church, has de- 
clined to accept a permanent call to 
become its pastor, and has notified 
the church officials to secure another 
pastor at once.

Local Orange Shipper Talks Interest- 


edly of Journey to Land of Fine 


Apples. 


Harry Damerel, manager of the Ran- 


dolph Fruit Company in Covina, and 
in charge of the Riley packing house 
on Sierra street, has just returned 
with his wife from a trip up the coast 
to Oregon and northern points, and 
he speaks of the apple country in the 
Hood river valley as being on a par 
with the orange districts of Southern 
California. Mr. Damerel spent quite a 
little time in the Hood river valley 
where he was taken through the apple 
orchards. Land planted to bearing or 
chards is worth from $1500 to $200 
an acre, based on the returns from th 
apples. 


These raisers, Mr. Damerel says 


have succeeded in creating a demand 
for the special Hood river pack of ap 
pies, and a great deal of attention is 
paid to making the pack a standard 
one. In fact, as much care is employ 
ed in grading the fruit as is the case 
with oranges. This is one of the mail 
reasons for the high prices received 
Mr. Damerel says. The Covina orange 
raiser was struck with the prosperous 
ispect of the general country where 
apples are raised, and although the 
climate is not quite as fine as Southern 
California, the people engaged in the 
ipple business are happy with gooci 
•eturns on their fruit. The valley is 
filled with comfortable homes, and 
there is an air of prosperity every- 
vhere. Mr. and Mrs. Damerel had a 
ileasant trip, stopping for some time 
n Portland and other cities, making 
he journey both ways by boat.

Under the 
caption, "Some Observations on the 
Suffrage Question," a mala voter has 
Ihis to say: 


The assertion so constantly made by 


the advocate of woman's suffrage, that 
they should be enfranchised because 
Taxation 
without 
representation 
is 


said to be tyranny, will be entitled 
tfl some consideration if it was only 
proposed to enfranchise the women 
who are taxpayers. But when it is con- 
sidered that not one woman in ten is 
a taxpayer, and that at least half of 
those who are taxpayers have their 
taxes paid by their husbands or other 
male relatives, while on the other 
'hand all men over twenty-one and un- 
der sixty years of age are taxpayers, 
the argument loses the most of its 
force. And, as a matter of fact, to 
confer universal suffrage upon women 
•would work to the disadvantage of 


. those who are taxpayers, because nin- 
ty per cent of the new voters being 
exempt from taxation, and having the 
power to vote for extravagent expen- 
ditures by the government, would not 
hesitate to so use their power in that 
way for it is well known that a very 
large proportion of the tax exempt vo- 
ters take delight in piling up the bur- 
dens of taxation upon the shoulders 
of their taxable neighbors. That is 
precisely how the matter works In 
those misguided states that have a- 


tion every few days, is quite a seri- 
ous matter. 


There is sort of a craze in this 


state at present to adopt every fad 
that is going, but it is to be hoped that 
there are enough sober-minded sen- 
sible people left to follow the example 
of Kansas and Oregon where the same 
question has been submitted and voted 
down by large majorities. 


dopted woman's suffrage, as is proven 
by the fact that their rates of taxa- 
tion are invariable excessive and very 
much higher than the average. 


The claim that the influence of the 


women voters would tend to purify 
the government is also contradicted by 
the experience of those same states

of the last session, and so smoothly and silently did he do his work 
that even the howling dervishes of an extremely radical session took 
his counseling as a matter of course, and followed him. He. framed 
the state appropriation hill, a huge job for one man. but. he did it 
alone, and although the session was one of ultra-suspicion of every- 
thing, and every measure that did not emanate from a progressive 
wickiup was a signal for the long war-whoop, the appropriations bill 
went through without a single challenge, not a single change, and 
Cogswell received the quiet vote of thanks that always comes to a man 
who can keep his head in times of stress. 


Therefore, it is likely that an utterance from this walnut rancher 


on any state question will be heeded. lie told the Argus this week 
that he would note vote for the recall, although he would probably 
vote in favor of a number of the amendments. 
He said that if the 


recall of the judges had been separated and voted upon separately 
from the recall of other public officials, and had been made to apply 
only to supreme court judges and not to judges of courts lower than 
the supreme court, he would have voted for it. But, framed as this 
amendment is, he would not. vote for it. His position needs no com- 
ment.

Professional Gamblers Are Expensive. 


Thanks to the district attorney and public opinion, gambling has 


been kept largely in abeyance in this county, but it has not been 
wholly wiped out. nor will it be for some time to come. Such an 
occurrence as that of Monday night in Covina, when a gambler was 
shot down by a man who resented being struck by the gambler's h'st. 
brings us face to face with the fact that the days of Bret Harte are 
disappearing, but disappearing very slowly, in California. Such 
gamblers as Ralph Miller are the last of the old and very reprehensible 
school of California gamblers. 
Civilization has driven them from 


place to place, and from the open gambling den to the windowless 
room in the district of shacks, but they hang on tenaciously, dying 
out slowly, but bound to disappear in the end. 


Eliminating Ralph Miller from a law-abiding community is. after 


all. the same question exactly as that of maintaining good officials in 
office. 
The people decide whether we shall have corrupt judges on 


the superior court benches, and the recall is only an admission of a 
mistake made. 
Allowing a gambler to operate in a community shows 


for one thing that there is either a grain of underlying sympathy for 
the L'ambler s t i l l lingering, or that the people are not sufficiently in- 
terested in lake aetimi. 
This makes it hard for local officers to get

Over Niagara in an Aeroplane 


Lincoln Beachy is the only aviator 


who has dared Niagara. He did it on 
Tuesday, June 27th. In describing the 
night l,he New York Tribune corres- 
pondent says: 


"Another moment—still g l i d i n g 


downward—he is lost in the eternal 
mist above the great bowl into which 
the roaring waters are precipitating 
from the cataract. 


"The biplane, with its true helms- 


man, has come clear of the region of 
spray and vapor. Still descending, it 
is now below the level of the cliffs, 
and if flying at mile-a-minute speed 
within the Niagara gorge itself straight 
toward the upper steel bridge across 
the rapids. There is yet another thrill, 
another brief space of awful suspense 
as 150,000 spectators shudder lest the 
frail biplane dash itself against the 
steel girders of the structure. 


"The 
swish and whirl of the air 


from the outlet gives the biplane an 
awkward twist. 
Beachy rights his 


craft cleverly. 
To avoid the bridge 


he must pass beneath it between the 
girders only one hundred feet apart 
and through an air passage only 168 
feet from the surface of the rapids to 
the lower side of the bridge arch. 
Straight' as a die he negotiates the 
narrow canyon; 
he flies down the 


gorge on a level where the fierce rap- 
ids almost wet him with their spray; 
thirty feet from their awsome tops, 
despite the treacherous air currents 
and twists of the gorge, he is as eas- 
ily master as he was 2,000 feet above. 


"Then—as he approaches the whirl- 


pool—he swings his craft upward in 
small rising circles, avoiding deftly 
the cliff dangers on either side, and 
at last is triumphantly clear of the 
george, is sailing over the Ontario 
side, and presently comes to earth on 
the firm and solid Canadian dominion 
of His Britannic Majesty, George V.

Pickled Ties 


Ten thousand 
railroad ties that 


that have, been "pickling" in the Great 
Salt Lake, Utah, for the last three 
years have just been removed from 
that body of highly mineralized body 
of water and are now being trans- 
ported to Hazen, Nevada, there to be 
given a trial on the new Hazen cut- 
off of the Southern Pacific Company. 
"Pickling" railroad ties in the Great 
Salt Lake is by no means a new ex- 
periment on the part of the railroad 
company. 


There are ties in the old Promon- 


tory line of the Central Pacific Rail- 
way, which were placed there 40 years 
ago and have not decayed, proving 
the preservative qualities of the salt 
formation in which they "pickled" for 
years before being laid on the road- 
bed. 
Piling is also being preserved 


i in this-lake, as the excellent results 


I have been obtained by the piling in 


I the 
great trestle across 
the lake, 


which, since the day it was first put 
in the first part of the construction 
of the Lucin cut-off, has shown no de- 
terioration. 


The ties that have just been remov- 


ed from the Great Salt Lake will be 
subjected to the hard test in the al- 
kali soils of Nevada. The "pickling" 
process has caused them to become 
heavily impregnated 
with salt and 


they act as a "ground" to the electric 
current in the block signal service. 
This fact makes them unfit for use on 
the main line of the company over 
which the block signals play a most 
important part. 


The preserving of ties in the Great 


Salt Lake may become an important 
industry, if the experiments now be- 
ing worked out prove as successful 
as former tests.

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Comrades of Gambler 


To Be Tried Wednesday 


Five men wore placed under a bond j 


of $100 each in thf- court of Justice of! 
tin- Peace II. \'. \Vells Monday night,! 
as a result of a raid on a gambling] 
room made by Constable .1. .1. Saun- 
tu-r# on Saturday night. The two firin- 
i ipals in the alleged game of poker 
are Ralph Miller, a man who has long 
been known to live in'Covina without 
working, and .loo Black", who is an or- 
ange picker by trade. 


Growing out of the raid was a sen- 


sational Phootinir, which occurred on 
Monday night shortly .after 'i o'clock, 
nnd jiiPt. before the alleged gamblers 
were haled into the justice's court. 
Miller, who is known as the one who 
runs 'he earnes. accused O. P. Tinker. 
:i pool-room keeper, of "tipping off" 
the whereabouts of the game to the 
constable. Miller met Tinker on Col- 
lege street as Tinker was coming from 
his .supper. Miller knocked Tinker to 
the ground with a blow of his fist. 
The pool-room man rose to his feet 
and fired three shots from an auto- 
matic revolver as Miller ran Into an 
alley behind Fabrick's hardware store. 
The gambler ran to the stairs leading 
up to the top of the ice plant of the 
San Antonio Meat Company, and bid 
behind a tank. Tinker then hunted 
up City Marshal I. C. Fairly and told 
the officer that h« had shot at. Miller, 
and that he had (lone so in self-de- 
fense. Officer Fairly went to the alley 
to find Miller, and in the meantime 
Tinker went to bis own room on Col- 
lege street, and a short time later left 
town by automobile and went to Long 
Beach. Since that time the police of 
Southern 
California have not been 


nble to locate him. A letter, mailed 
from Alamitos Bay, has been received 
from Tinker by the Covina National 
Bank, where he has money deposited. 


One of the three shots fired by Tin- 


ker took effect in Miller's leg, enter- 
ing near the ankle and coming out in 
the calf of the leg. Miller was helped 
to his room and attended by Dr. J. D. 
Reed, who said that the wound was 


not serious. Later be was arraigned 
for being present where the gaming 
implements were found, the arraign- 
ment being read to him by Justice 
Wells while the wounded man lay on 
the bed. 


Tinker has been the proprietor of a 


pool-room here for over a year, and 
has caused no trouble in conducting 
his 
establishment. 
His record has 


been a good one as a law-abiding citi- 
zen, 
and he was always careful to 


comply with every request made by 
the police regarding the deportment 
of men patronizing his establishment. 
That, the officers believe that he made 
a mistake in leaving town is known, 
as the man had made a statement that 
he shot, at Miller in self-defense. Tin- 
ker had just completed arrangements 
for leaving Covina, having sold his 
rights in the pool room, but it is un- 
derstood that be had not been paid 
the full amount, and that he may be 
expected back to collect the remainder 
due him. 


Several complaints have been re- 


ceived 
lately against the gambling 


games that were being run in the 
town, and Miller's name was always 
connected with these complaints. He 
is well known as a man who has made 
his living in this manner. Constable 
Saunders knew that these games were 
at times in progress, but was unable 
to get enough evidence to warrant ar- 
rest until Saturday night. The officer 
broke open the door of a shack in the 
rear of Mann's rooming house, and 
found the men seated at a table. He 
seized about a half-bushel of chips, 
such as are used in playing poker. 
He covered the men with his revolver 
and brought them to the office of the 
justice of the peace, who was out of 
town, and the men were released with 
the command to show up at a hearing 
Monday night. At this hearing, sev- 
eral of them demanded a jury trial,

I would condemn as unfit for use 


in fumigation any cyanide containing in excess of one per cent 
of sodium chloride. Returning to the high grade sodium 
cyanide, it was found that this as well as thehigh grade potassium 
cyanide, contained only a fraction of a per cent of sodium 
chloride. 
It generally can be held as a safe consideration 


that a cyanide approaching chemical purity will contain not 
more than a trace of sodium chloride and that such a cyanide 
generally can be safely used, even though the degree of cyan- 
ide purity is alone known. 
I would consider as generally 


satisfactory for fumigation work, a potassium cyanide 96 per 
cent or above, or a sodium cyanide 124 per cent or above 
Chemicals of lower purity should never be used.

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SHIPPING GREEN ORANGES. 


Citrus 
Protective 
Association 
Calls 


Attention to the Fact That This 


Is Unlawful. 


Some time ago the shippers of or- 


anges from Covina proved that it was 
unprofitable and bad for the trade to 
try to ship Christmas oranges unless 
the season was unusually advanced, 
and this practice has been discontin 
ned. The Protective League, however 
is sending out a warning, which i 
well worth reading: 


Los Angeles, Cal., 


Sept. 27, 1811. 


As the season for the shipment o 


-navel oranges from California is ap 
proaching, it is well that the attention 
of growers and shippers should be 
called to Food Inspection Decision No 
133, issued by the United States De 
partment of Agriculture. The decision 
refers to "The Coloring of Green Cit 
rus Fruits," and reads as follows: 


"The attention of the Board of Food 


and Drug Inspection has been direct 
ed to the shipment in interstate com 
merce of green, immature citrus fruits 
particularly oranges, which have been 
artificially colored by holding in warm 
moist atmosphere for a short perioc 
of time after removal from the tree 
Evidence is adduced showing thai 
such oranges do not change in sugar 
or acid content after removal from 
the tree. Evidence further shows that 
the same oranges remaining on the 
tree increase markedly in sugar con 
tent and decrease in acid content 
Further, there is evidence to show 
that the consumption of such imma 
ture oranges, especially by children 
is apt to be attended by serious dis 
turbances of the digestive system." 


"Under the Food and Drugs Act of 


'June, 1906, an article of "food is adul- 
terated, 'if it be mixed, colored, pow- 
dered, coated, or stained in a manner 
whereby damage or inferiority is con- 
cealed.' H is the opinion of the Board 
that oranges treated 
as mentioned 


are colored in a manner whereby in- 
feriority is concealed, and are, there- 
fore, adulterated." 


"The Board recognizes the fact that 


celtain varieties of oranges attain 
maturity as to size, sweetness, and 
acidity before the color changes from 
green to yellow, and this decision is 
not to interfere with the marketing 
of such oranges." 


It is the evident intention of the 


government to make it unlawful to 
ship into interstate commerce green 
oranges that are unfit to eat, but which 
are colored by sweating to give them 
an appearance of ripeness.

By more than 100 
analyses of soils the past season, it is 
shown that they corftain on an aver- 
age only about %% of what is called 
available lime (only \% of this is 
available in one year) and about the 
same amount of magnesia, while gov- 
ernment and other authorities say we 
must have 2% of lime to 1% of mag- 
nesia. If we had no excessive mag- 
nesia to combat, the best of authori- 
ties say we ought to have 1% of 
available lime. For perfect results we 
should keep adding lime until we have 
1%, or 52 tons to the acre in the first 
3 feet. There need be no fear about 
adding 3 to 4 tons of carbonate of lime 
to the acre in the fall and winter on 
heavy soil, and larger quantities of 
gypsum and wood ashes any time of 
the year, but best results are always 
obtained by applying lime of different 
forms in the fall of the year. 
Keep 


up humus by manure or cover crop,1 
especially on light soil. 


Humus and lime are the two great- 


est essentials in the soil, according to 
all authority. Dr. R. R. Snowden in 
the "Cultivator" of June 22nd, tells us 
of one of the finest orange orchards in 
Florida in a deposit of 60% gypsum. 
This is confirmed by L. J. Haisley, re- 
cently from the East, who lived by this 
orchard. U. S. Bulletin No. 1 says that 
the soils of Italy contain from 11 to 
19% of lime, and here we find the old- 
est orange and lemon trees in Europe, 
being several hundred years old. We 


'must have plenty of lime to constantly 
neutralize acidity, poison 
from 
the 


root, and magnesia, the 
excess of 


which is no doubt the main cause of 
the gum disease, root-rot, die-back, 
wither-tip, 
brown-rot, 
mottled-leaf, 


etc., and we must have lime to make 
other fertilizers available, and to sup- 
ply the tree with about 50% of its 
food, which produces a fine quality of 
thin-rind fruit with keeping qualities. 


Carbonate 
of lime is especially 


adapted to neutralize acidity and poi- 
son from the root, while gypsum (sul- 
phate of lime) is especially adapted to 
neutralize magnesia and make other 
fertilizers available. We must apply 
both forms of lime for best results.

A Modern Instance of Scientific Life- 


Saving By Transfusion of 


Blood. 


When United States Senator Luke 


Ben, of Tennessee, gave a quart of 
his blood to save the life of his in- 
valid wife, he not only gave a strik- 
ing illustration of the advance of med- 
ical science, but a most gratifying ex- 
hibition of human sympathy and de- 
votion. 


Mrs. Lea had gradually declined un-| 


til it was finally decided that a trans-1 
fusion of blood was necessery to save 
her life. There was no question as to' 
where the blood would come from. 
The youthful Senator is over six fee' 
tall, and of a high color indicating 
health. 
He insisted that his blood 


should be used, and it was decided 
that if a test showed that it would 
fuse with the blood of Mrs. Lee, the 
transfusion would be made. 


The tube connecting the Senator's 


artery with his wife's veins had just 
been inserted when the word came 
from the laboratory that the fusion 
was possible, and the operation pro- 
ceeded. 


The patient responded to the treat-, 


ment from the first. Gradually the 
color was restored to her cheeks, but.' 
as she gained, the flush faded from! 
the cheeks of her husband. 


When the transfusion had contin- 


ued for an hour and a half, although 
: 


very weak, he importuned the sur-' 
geons not to arrest the 
operation 


while there was the slightest doubt 
as to the outcome, but the surgeons 
realizing the weakening affects of such 
a strain, stopped the flow. After the 
operation Senator Lea fell to the floor 
in a faint. 


Many men have said that they would 


give their life blood to save their 
loved ones, but Senator'Lea has the 
distinction of having done so in the 
real meaning of the phrase. 


Of this celebrated case the New 
York Times says: 


"Blood transfusion, heightening the 


powers of resistance, is the analogue 
of preventative medicine. In severe 
surgical operations, transfusion pre- 
vents shock; in infectious diseases, it 
establishes immunity." 


Medical science is now experiment- 


ing with transfusion between animals 
and human beings, and, as the writer 
further says, "there is hope that blood 
from any species may soon be custo- 
marily used to reinforce the vital pow- 
er of human beings. Senator Lea risk- 
ed his life in this operation. Medicine 
will have achieved a great victory 
when human donors of blood are no 
longer needed to make this sacrifice." 


Walked On The Water. 


Herr Kieler, a German inventor, re- 


cently took a three mile walk over 
Starnberg lake, near Munich, using 
"water shoes" of his own construction. 
Despite the wind and the rough sur- 
of the water, he covered the distance 
in an hour and a half. The "water 
shoes" are of cylindrical form and are 
six feet long.
